and soil losses to some, e s p e c i a l ! 
those with bottomland or poorly! 
drained fields. 


Dairy and livestock farm ers de j 
pending heavily on forage crops 
have had a nip-and-tuck battle with 
the 
weatherman. 
Pastures have* 
been so soft at times that cattle 
could not graze without dam aging! 
the turf considerably. 
Som etim es; 
farm ers have been unable to get! 
into the filed early enough to har ! 
vest surplus forage crops for leg-: 
time or 
grass silage 
before the 
plants had advanced beyond the 
most nutritive stage of maturity. 
A m ajor problem has been to find 
enough rainless days hunched to­ 
gether for harvesting a hay crop 
without having the forage quality 
dam aged by rain. 


Corn 
planting 
schedules 
have 
been knocked into a cocked hat 
in 
many parts of Southern 
Illi­ 
nois this spring. 
Late corn ap­ 
pears to he a common propect. 
Joseph V. Vavra, soil fertility ape 
cialist at Southern Illinois Univer­ 
sity. says that applying a starter 
fertilizer which is heavy in phos­ 
phorus, or using superphosphate in 
the row at seeding time, will give 
the 
late planted 
corn 
a 
quick 
boost and hasten maturity a week 
or 
two. 
This 
may 
be 
applied 
through a planter fertilizer attach­ 
ment 
If farm ers use this scheme they 
will not need to he too concerned 
about using early maturing varie­ 
ties may be stepped up enough to 
come through the season in good 
shape 
Applying superphosphate 
at the rate of 125 pounds per acre, 
or other phosphorus fertilizers at 
a proportionate rate will do the 
job according to Vavra. 
Wheat growers will be anxious 
for drying fields as the time for

approaches Trying to pull a heavy 
combine through miry wheat fields 
is discouraging. 
Not only is it 
hard on the farm machinery, but 
the threshing job suffers and valu­ 
able grain is lost. 
In wet seasons such as the pres­

re­ 
quired quantities of potash fertili­ 
zer for their winter grains will 
reach 
the

crops in better condition, 
Vavra 
says potash helps add stiffness to 
the straw of winter grains such as 
wheat so that the plants do not 
lodge (fall d o w n )*so easily when 
there is heavy growth coming with 
high

“FACING FAMILY TENSIONS” 
Genesis 37 
GOLDEN TEXT: “And be ye 
kind one to another, tenderheart­ 
ed, forgiving one another, even as 
God for Christ’s sake hath forgiv­ 
en you.” 
INTRODUCTION — This 
lesson 
from the Bible ii as modern as 
this morning’s newspaper. 
One 
does not have to be a psychologist 
nor a social worker to know some­ 
thing of the emotional tensions 
in so many homes today. 
Homes 
are going on the rocks daily be­ 
cause of emotional disturbances. 
Most of this is caused by sin. 
Let this be understood here and 
now, that not all emotional dis­ 
turbance is caused by sin. 
There 
are 
some 
very 
fine 
Christian 
people who today are emotionally 
disturbed because of aorrowi or 
losses or providences beyond their 
control. 
However, we do repeat 
th a t most emotional tensions in 
the home are caused by ain on 
the part of one or more people in 
the home. 
In the case before us in today’s 
lesson it is easy to trace the cause 
of 
the 
emotional 
tensions 
in 
Jacob’s home. 
I JACOB’S HOME (Genesis 37:3-8) 
Jacob’s children were wrong in 
th eir attitudes toward each other. 
L et’s look at Jacob’s background. 
1. 
HE 
PRACTICED 
Multiple 
MARRIAGE. 
Jacob was the fath­ 
e r of children by four different 
wives. 
This is called polygamy 
This 
practice has 
always 
been 
against God’s will. God’s plan for 
th e home has always been one 
m an and one woman. 
Anytime a 
m an or woman violates this rule 
of God, they are asking for trouble 
It is the cause of more distress 
and emotional tension than most 
any other single thing today. 
2. 
HE FAVORED ONE SON 
It is always a mistake for either. 
or both, parents to favor one child 
in the family. Sometimes parents 
will commit this sin unconsciously 
Parents should always be very 
careful never to favor one child 
more than another. 
Jacob should 


have remembered how this very 
thing had caused trouble in his 
own childhood when his mother 
favored him more than she did 
his brother, Esau. 
3. 
HE MADE JOSEPH A SPY 
Jacob sent his favorite son, Joseph, 
out to spy on the other sons. 
He 
was told to check the flocks that 
his brothers were tending. 
Of 
course, the brothers resented this. 
Furthermore, there was no loving 
wife and mother at home to help 
ease these family tensions. 
II JOSEPH HATED BY 
BROTHERS (Genesis 37:23-24) 
Joseph was blessed with some 
rare capabilities. 
He had some 
very fine characteristics. 
He had 
a good mind. 
At the same time

(By the way 
that beautiful coat no doubt caused 
part of the jealously. 
Their dad 
had given them no such coat.) 
III JACOB’S HEARTBREAK 
(37:28-34) 
Jealousy turned to hatred and 
hatred to the desire to kill. 
This 
is always the path of envy, hatred 
and jealousy. 
Jesus says that if 
you have hate in your heart you 
are already guilty of murder 
Those brothers would have slain 
Joseph that day if Ruben had not 
begged for his life. 
Joseph was 
sold into slavery instead of being 
killed, which 
could 
have 
been 
worse than death. 
However, let s 
not forget that God was working 
in his life just as He does in 
ours today. 
Those brothers killed kid of the 
goats and smeared its blood on 
Joseph's coat of many colors. They
